Yizhen (Jane) Gu and Jun (Sally) Quin of 
Shanghai, China have brought honors to 
themselves, their host family, Jane and Arthur H. 
Femmel of 116 Letendre Ave., Feeding Hills, and 
their families in China. 

At an academic awards assembly at American 
International College May 4th at the Esther B. 
Griswold Theater, Jane was awarded the ‘“‘Herbert 
E. Schubert Memorial Award” for excellence by a 
senior in the Finance Department, and Sally 
received the “Sydney Trager Scholarship Award” 
as the outstanding senior in the accounting 
discipline. The young women are the top students 
academically in their respective departments of 
the class of 1993. They will graduate May 23rd. 

Sally took a Certified Public Accounting ex- 
amination last week and should know in July

whether she passed or not. Certification also re- 
quires two years of experience in the field. She 
will seek employment in Boston after graduation 
and plans eventually to return to China to work in 
international commerce in Shanghai. 

Jane is the daughter of doctors. Her father is a 
general practitioner and her mother is in 
pediatrics, having switched from gynecology. Her 
sister will graduate from high school this summer. 
Being a doctor in China is not the same as here, 
Jane explained, as the government determines 
where you will work and where you can live. 

Chinese women retain their maiden names 
when they marry, Jane said, so her parents have 
different last names.

Johnson Pushes 
For Tuckahoe 
At Special Meeting 


According to Mayor Christopher C. Johnson. 
the Town of Agawam still retains first right of 
refusal on the 292-acre Tuckahoe Turf Farm in 
Feeding Hills and that the community should also 
seek eminent domain proceedings to protects its 
vital interests in securing ownership of the 
farmland. 

During an hour-long presentation before a 
special session of Town Council last Thursday 
night, Johnson outlined many points why the 
town should buy the property, which is located off 
South West and Pine Streets. 

The. day before the public hearing, local 
developer Ralph DePalma confirmed that 
Johnson-had received.a letter from Tuckahoe Turf 
Farms, owners of the property, that the sale of the 
town’s largest parcel of farmland would proceed 
under section 61A of the Mass. General Laws. 

First Right Of Refusal 

This, according to DePalma, would maintain 
the 292-acres as farmland and would in effect 
negate the town’s right of first refusal. Because 
the land currently receives tax breaks for being 
maintained as farmland, any sale of the entire 
parcel or any piece of it for purposes other than 
farming gives Agawam the opportunity to buy it 
during a specified time frame.

Crossing Guards For 
Clark School OK’d

The transportation subcommittee. of the 
Agawam School Committee met on May 7th and 
presented its recommendation that a crossing 

uard be posted at Clark Elementary Schoo! on 
South Street during the School Committee 
meeting on May 11th. 

Prior to the subcommittee’s recommendation, 
Clark parents Patricia DeLuca and Donna Bodur- 
tha spoke to the board during Citizen’s Speak. 

Mrs. DeLuca said that she attended the May 7th 
meeting and noted, “Based on the increased 
volume of cars, the high rate of speed, and the age 
of children (involved in crossing South Street), 
Safety Officer Al Longhi recommended that a per- 
manent crossing guard be placed at Clark School. 

She urged to board to accept the recommenda- 
tion. 

Mrs. Bodurtha added, “The area on South 
Street has been proven to be a safety hazard. Itis 
a fact. Please don’t push this issue aside. Please 
don’t wait until it is too late.” 

School Committee Secretary Linda Galarneau 
presented the report of the subcommittee 
meeting held May 7th. She said Associate 
Superintendent Donald Charest began the 
meeting and explained that the function of the 
transportation subcommittee was to take over 
when the committee and parents could not reach 
an agreement.

The deadline for Agawam to buy the land is 
June 16th. The purchase price has been listed as 
$1.1 million. 

At the special council meeting, Johnson 
refuted the latest ‘monkey wrench” tossed into 
the process and said that owners original asser- 
tion to sell the property for purposes of building 
residential housing was still on the table. He said 
the town’s legal position was too strong to negate 
its first option to buy the land. 


Johnson said the council would further protect 
the town’s interests by approving taking the land 
by eminent domain. Johnson said the town has 
specified purposes for taking the land under this 
procedure (if it becomes necessary). 

When asked by Councilor Nancy Gravel if the 
town could be expected to be sued by the 
developers over who can or can’t buy the land, 
Johnson responded that a law suit is possible but 
again reiterated that the town’s position is too 
strong based on legal interpretations he received 
from the town solicitor, as well as other legal 
counsel he obtained from attorneys well-versed in 
these type of situations. 


Would Strain Town Services 

During his pitch to buy the land, Johnson said 
that allowing it to be developed for residential 
housing would strain town services, remove more 
valuable open space from the community, and en- 
danger the Route 57 construction project. 

A portion of Phase II of Route 57 is scheduled to 
slice through a northerly portion of Tuckahoe Turf 
Farms. According to Johnson, state officials told 
him that a sale of the land to the development firm 
could complicate and delay the road’s comple- 
tion. 


Johnson again said between 200-300 homes 
could be built there and that based on 200 homes 
being built, the cost of supplying services, in- 
cluding schools, DPW, and general government 
would be $789,294 a year. 

According to him, the town would receive 
$394,500 in tax revenue, making the net loss just 
under $400,000 per year. 


Johnson also outlined ways the town could off- 
set having to bond for the $1.1 million, including 
selling 8-10 lots off Pine Street at a price between 
$40,000 to $45,000 per lot; selling development 
rights of some of the land to the state for preser- 
vation; selling the land needed to complete Route 
57 to the state.

Some of the councilors heaped mounds of 
praise on Johnson for his presentation, which 
was televised live on Cable Channel 5. 


The council will hold a public hearing on Tues- 
day, June 1st and is also scheduled to vote on the 
purchase following the hearing. 


Eight votes of the 11 member council (two- 
thirds) is necessary to okay the purchase. Earlier 
this week, Councilor Joanne Willis, who has been 
at odds with Johnson over many issues during the 
past year, announced her support for the pur- 
chase. Also, Councilor Louis Russo, Johnson’s 
most vocal detractor on the council, clearly in- 
dicated at the special meeting last Thursday that 
he was in favor as well.

Chinese students to take American first_ names. 
Her name was Jane before she met Mrs. Femmel. 

Saily’s father died when she was six years-old 
and her mother passed on when she was 15. She 
sometimes lives with one of her three sisters, but 
most of the time (since she was 12) has lived on 
the high school campus of China’s top school for 
gifted students, which she attended. “The school 
has a 140-year history,” she said proudly. 

Family Opened Their Home And Hearts 

The two did not come to Agawam through any 
program, but because of the caring of Mr. & Mrs. 
Femmel. The couple has a son, Richard, who 
taught for 1¥%2 years at Textile University in 
Shanghai. The Femmels visited Richard several 
years ago and were taken with his students, (Jane 
and Sally were among them). The two young 
women wanted to study in America so badly that 
the Femmels helped in every way they could, 
primarily by offering them residence at their home 
while attending AIC. 

The Femmel’s five children (three boys and two 
girls) are all grown. Richard married a Chinese girl 
and they now live in Fitchburg. 
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At AIG, Sally works as a computer lab assistant 
and Jane works in Performing Arts (as financial 
assistant to the director). In her position, Jane has 
been able to travel, including to other colleges 
such as The Elms and Williams, to set up exhibits, 
attend lectures, etc. She works under AIC’s 
sculpture-in-residence, Alvin Paiae. 


Both belong to the International Club at AIC 
and meet with international students from other 
colleges. With many Asian students, they attend 
“Live Class” (a religious group meeting at 
Evangelical Covenant Church, Springfield). “In 
China, religion is not encouraged,” Jane said. ‘It 
le nat Gromiblisel but it is not encouraged,” Sally 
clarified. 


Language has been the most difficult adjust- 
ment the women feel. They understood English 
while in China, (Shanghai is a city of 12 million 
people, especially crowded around the sea) and 
claim they have no trouble communicating on a 
day-to-day basis. But when it comes to oral 
reports or interviews, they feel handicapped. They 
like most foods here, including pizza, but prefer 
Chinese dishes.

played in Shanghai, but bowling they had never 
heard of. 
__ Exchanging amused glances, they told of being 
invited to go bowling by friends and they con- 
sented with enthusiasm. They got all dressed up; 
dresses, jewelry, stockings. En route, their friends 
only told them how nice they looked. Yes, they 
bowled and felt everyone was looking at them and 
thinking them “nuts.” Being good sports, they 
have bowled several times since and like it. 

The girls interrupted each other in ex- 
huberance, expressing appreciation for the oppor- 
tunities available to them in this country, and they 
are especially thankful for the Femmel family, 
“and for all they have done for us.” 

“You see, in China, the government controls 
everything, telling you where to live and where to 
work. You can’t just move without government 
permission,” Sally said. “What is most attractive 
to Chinese is that everything here makes you feel 
freedom—regligion, politics, school activities, 
etc.,” Jane said. “It is a personal freedom that lets 
you become what you can be.”

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TOWN COUNCILOR JOANNE WILLIS 


Willis Calls For More 
Cooperation Between 
Mayor & Town Council 


Joanne Willis, Agawam Town Councilor and 
candidate for Mayor, has outlined her plans for a 
mutual and cooperative working relationship bet- 
ween the Town Council and the Mayor’s Office. 

Citing the need to keep the Council better in- 
formed and to keep charges of favoritism from im- 
pairing relations between the Council and the ad- 
ministration, Willis promised a ‘‘no surprises” 
strategy in regard to key issues and proposals to 
come before the Council. 

“During my two terms on the Council, | was 
dismayed to learn of several proposals through 
the press. It is difficult to face constituent ques- 
tions or concerns with no information at hand,” 
she said. 

Willis stated she would ask the Council to hold 
budget subcommittee meetings on a: quarterly 
basis to allow department heads to outline 
departmental needs and public requests for ser- 
vices. Councilors would therefore receive more in- 
depth knowledge of daily operations. 

“The Council needs to be updated on a periodic 
basis of all information relating to the fiscal con- 
dition of the city. Fiscal responsibility does not 
end with the adoption of the budget,” said Willis. 

She added, “‘! shall continue the tradition of 
agenda meetings with the Council President and 
the Council Vice-President. Moreover, at no time 
shall | bypass the Council leadership to relay of- 
ficial business to individual councilors.” 


As a councilor, Willis worked to keep the Town 
Council better informed. She sponsored a Council 
rule to allow all 11 members to receive the propos- 
ed school department budget and to provide for 
its review by the entire Council. Upon her request, 
the auditor provides data on all in-house transfers 
to the Council. 

Councilor Willis proposed a symposium of 
local elected officials with Agawam’s state 
representative and state senator to foster a closer 
working relationship among the officials. The 
symposium was held in early 1992 with many of- 
ficials participating. 

As Council President, Willis sent weekly 
riemos to the Council to keep them abreast of 
¢ngoing Council business, and she invited all the 
Council members to attend on a rotating basis the 
éigenda meetings with the Mayor, President, and 
\ice-President. 


Willis concluded, ‘‘The door of the Mayor’s Of- 
fice shall be open to each and every councilor. 
There shall be equal access for all members of the 

* Council. | shall not demand nor shall | seek the 
personal loyalty of individual councilors—our 
loyalty as elected officials rests solely with the 
people of Agawam.”

Smoke Detectors... A Sound For Life! 


If there were to be a fire in your home tonight, 
would your family survive? With properly placed 
and maintained smoke detectors, you increase 
your chances of survival by 50%. In fact, many 
communities have regulations requiring that at 
least one smoke detector be installed in homes. 

Most residential fire deaths occur between 
11:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. This is the time of 
greatest danger, when people are asleep. The 
primary killer is smoke and poisonous gases 
which overcome victims as they sleep. 


From the time a fire breaks out, there is a 
limited amount of time that a person has to 
escape. With the early warning of a smoke detec- 
tor, you can be awakened during the early stages 
of a fire while escape is still possible. 

When purchasing smoke detectors for your 
home, be sure they are labeled by a nationally 
recognized fire esting aboralery, such as Under- 
writers Laboratories (UL) or Factory Mutual (FM). 

For minimum protection, smoke detectors 
should be installed outside of each bedroom or 
sleeping area. It is also suggested that at least 
one should be placed on the other levels of your 
home for additional protection. Placement of your

smoke detector is important. 

Because smoke rises, the detector should be 
mounted on the ceiling or high on a wail. If wall 
mounted, the top of the detector should be four to 
42 inches from the ceiling; a ceiling mounted 
detector should be at least four inches from any 
wall. Take care to keep the detector away from 
drafts created by fans or air ducts. Also, if a 
hallway leading to bedrooms is more than 40 feet 
long, a detector should be placed at both ends. 


Once you’ve installed your smoke detectors, 
their patetonance is very important. Your detec- 
tor should be tested a minimum of once a month 
by pressing the test button or using smoke. 

Replace the batteries according to the 
manufacturer's recommendations, or at least 
once a year, using the type of batteries recom- 
mended. Because dust and cobwebs can impair 
the sensitivity of the detector, follow the 
manufacturer's directions for cleaning. 

Properly installed and maintained smoke detec- 
tors can provide you and your family with the 
necessary early warning to escape a home fire.

Little Breads: 
Biscuits And Scones 


Scones, a quick bread of Scottish origin, are 
said to have gotten their name from the Stone of 
Destiny (or Scone), a place where Scottish kings 
were once crowned. Related to oatcakes and 
farls, these triangle shaped breads were originally 
made from oats and were baked, as some of them 
are today, on a griddle. Long ago, these large, sim- 
ple, triangle-shaped scones were brought to 
nourish harvesters in the fields. 

As a rule, scones are sweeter than bisuits and 
sometimes contain eggs. The simplest scones are 
made with white or whole wheat flour, baking 
soda, and milk or buttermilk. 

Biscuits and scones require few ingredients, a 
minimum of tools, and no special baking pans. 
Although they are extremely easy to make, care 
should be taken to avoid overhandling, which pro- 
duces a tough end-product, but aside from this, 
preparation is quick and the breads can be as 
plain or as elaborate as you like. 

The following recipe and variations come from 
Celtic Hearths: Baked Goods from Scotland, Ireland, 
and Wales by Deborah Krasner. 


SWEET MILK SCONES 
Makes 8 Scones 
2-3 cups unbleached flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
2 teaspoons cream of tartar 
Salt to taste 
4 tablespoons (' stick) butter 
% cup milk 

Preheat oven to 450F. Lightly grease a baking 
sheet and set aside. 

Sift together the flour, soda, cream of tartar, 
and salt. Using a pastry blender or your hands, cut 
in the butter (or pulse with a food processor) until 
the mixture looks grainy, like coarse crumbs. 
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: Pour the milk in a well in the center, and mix un- 
til a soft elastic dough is formed. If using a food 
processor, be very careful not to overmix. 

Knead the dough on a floured surface until 
Smooth, and press with the hands or roll the 
dough into a pad about %-inch thick. If the dough 
is rolled too thin, the scones won't rise properly. 

Cut into 2¥- or 3-inch rounds with a glass ora 
cookie cutter, and bake on prepared sheet for 
about 10 minutes or until they rise and are golden. 
Variations: 

Honey Scones: Using the basic recipe for 
Sweet Milk Scones, substitute % cup orange 
juice and Ye cup milk for % cup milk, and add 2 
tablespoons honey, the grated zest of 1 lemon, 
and 1 tablespoon chopped walnuts to the dough 
before rolling it out. 

Fruit Scones: Using the basic Sweet Milk 
Scones recipe, add up to % cup of soft fruit such 
as blueberries, raspberries, sliced strawberries, or 
chopped mango along with a few spoonfuls of 
sugar (if needed) to the dough before it is rolled 
out. , 

Onion Scones: Wilt 1 chopped smallish onion 
(Vidalia suggested) in a pan with a little olive oil, 
canola oil, or, traditionally, bacon fat. Cook until 
transparent, but not brown. Cool. Add most of it to 
the dough before rolling it out, but for extra flavor, 
reserve a bit of cooked onion to put on top of each 
scone (after brushing scone with beaten egg) 
before baking. eh 

For light and flaky scones and biscuits, it is 
best to use white flour, bleached or unbleached. 
Other flours may be used with good results, but 
the texture of the bread will be changed. Whole 
wheat flour will tend to produce a drier bread 
which may be offset by mixing with white flour. 
Take care not to overbake wholegrain scones and 
biscuits, or you will end up with biscotti instead of 
biscuits! 

The fat content is what makes these breads 
tender. It is best to use unsalted butter, or 


. margarine, olive oil, or, if cholesterol is no object, 


lard. 

The key to success with these little breads is to 
handle them as little as possible. When directions 
specify to mix only until just becoming dough- 
like, do not process further. Once liquid is added 
to the flour, gluten formation begins, and excess 
handling intensifies this process, producing 
tough scones and biscuits. 

HOT CROSS SCONES 
Makes 12 Scones 
2% cups all-purpose flour 
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1 tablespoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon (see note) 
Y% teaspoon ground allspice 
Y% teaspoon ground cloves 
Ye teaspoon salt 
8 tablespoons (1 stick) cold unsalted butter, cut 
up 
Ya cup currants or dark raisins 
% chy granulated sugar 
2 tablespoons finely chopped candied orange, 
lemon, or Piapetrult peel (optional) 
*/, cup mil 

Heat oven to 375F. Put flour, baking powder, 
spices, and salt into a large bowl; stir to mix well. 
Add butter and cut in with a pastry blender or rub 
in with your fingers, until the mixture looks like 
fine granules. 

Add currants, sugar and peel; toss to distribute 
evenly. Add milk and stir with a fork until a soft 
dough forms. 


Turn dough onto a lightly floured board and give 
10 to 12 kneads. Form into a ball; cut into 8 
wedges. Form each wedge into a ball and put 
apart on an ungreased cookie sheet. Bake 10 to 15 
minutes, or until medium brown. Cool 5 minutes, 
loosely covered with a cloth, on a wire rack. 

Mix confectioner’s sugar and milk in a cup or 
small bowl to make a smooth, thick icing. Using 
the tip of a teaspoon, make across of icing on top 
of each scone. Let cook, uncovered, 5 minutes 
more, then cover again with the cloth. May be 
served right away. 


Note: You may use 1% teaspoons pumpkin pie 
spice instead of the spices listed.

The word biscuit is French in origin, known as 
pain bis-cuit, or twice cooked bread, which was 
baked, sliced, and baked again to make it as dry 
and light and resistant to spoilage as possible. 
These breads were created centuries ago for ar- 
mies or as a food source for individuals not close 
to consistent food supplies. 

The following recipe for Angel Biscuits looks in- 
volved, but the combination of leaveners (in- 
cluding yeast) makes these special biscuits as 
light as a feather.

Makes 3 Dozen Biscuits 

4% to 5 cups all-purpose flour, approximately 
1 package dry yeast 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
3 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
% cup shortening, lard preferred 
2 cups buttermilk” 

In a large mixing or mixer bowl, stir together the 
dry ingredients. A mixer flat beater is good for 
this. 

Drop chunks of shortening into the flour; work 
in the shortening either with your hands, 2 knives 
cutting across each other, or a pastry blender. The 
flour will resemble grains of rice or smaller. If us- 
ing the mixer, the flat beater blade will cut the 
shortening into tiny pieces, almost in- 
distinguishable. 

Stir the buttermilk into the flour; mix it 
thoroughly, but do not knead. With the mixer on, 
slowly pour in the liquid to form a heavy and wet 
batter. It will become stiff and workable when it 
has been chilled in the refrigerator. 

Place the dough in a greased bowl, cover with 
plastic wrap, and leave overnight in the 
refrigerator. 

Preheat the oven to 400F 20 minutes before bak- 
ing. Pinch off only enough dough to make the 
desired number of biscuits, whether a half dozen 
or the entire batch. Return the balance of the 
dough to the refrigerator or freeze. 

Knead the dough under your palms for 3 or 4 
minutes. Roll into a rectangle, fold into thirds, and 
roll again. Fold and roll one more time. The dough 
should be about %2-inch thick. Cut the dough with 
a cutter of the desired size and place biscuits ona 
greased or Teflon cookie sheet. Do not allow to 
rise. 

Place the sheet of biscuits on the middle shelf 
of the hot oven, and bake for 15-17 minutes, until 
the tops are nicely browned. 

* If you have no buttermilk, add 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice per 1 cup of regular milk as a 
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substitute.

A completely American version of the biscuit 
comes in the form of Southern beaten biscuits, 


which are literally beaten with a rolling pinona , 


wooden meat block. The trick is to beat the dough 
until it blisters and becomes smooth and satin, 
then bake for 25 to 40 minutes at a lower 
temperature. Another specialty of the South, the 
chicken biscuit, is put together and cut into small 
squares of fancy shapes with a pastry wheel. They 
are then cooked in chicken fat until they become 
golden and browned. 

The following recipe from The Vidalia Onion 
Cookbook by Folsom Farms takes advantage of 
the happy reappearance of Vidalia onions in 
grocery stores. These biscuits are tender and 
elegantly flavored by the sweet onions. They are 
an excellent accompaniment to barbecued 
chicken. 


VIDALIA ONION BISCUITS 
Makes 12 Large Biscuits 
2 grated Vidalia onions 
2% cups unsifted flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
Ys cup butter or margarine 
% cup milk 

Mix flour, baking powder ‘and salt in a large 
bowl. Cut in the butter with a pastry blender or 
knife until the mixture resembles coarse meal. 
Add milk and mix well; stir in grated onions. 
Knead lightly on a floured board. Roll out 1-inch 
thick. Cut into 2-inch rounds. Bake on an ungreas- 
ed baking sheet in a preheated 375 degree oven 
for 30 minutes. If desired, brush with melted but- 
ter before baking.

—Map of the Human Heart 

Once in @ while a film rolls into Play, touching 
the heart because of—and in spite of—its eccen- 
tricities, oddities, and its ambitions. 

Such is Map of the Human Heart, a film far more 
suited to Northampton’s silver screens, not West 
Springfield's. 

lt begins in another time and place: 1965, within 
the icy boundaries of the Arctic Circle, with a con- 
versation between a young mMapmaker and a 
drunken Eskimo with a story to tell in exchange 
fora drink. 

The years roll back to 1931 and we enter the life 
of Avik, a young boy at play in the frozen world of 
the Northern Lights. 

We meet as he is being tossed heavenward ona 
hand-held “trampoline,” watching as a biplane 
Sweeps out of the sky, bringing with it the dashing 
mapmaker and navigator Walter, who befriends 
the boy. and wisks him away to a Montreal 
hospital for treatment of tuberculosis. 

it is there that Avik meets his lifelong friend and 
lover, Albertine, a feisty girl who gives as good as 
she gets, and is unafraid to beat the younger, 
smaller Avik to a pulp to make her point. But 
friends they become, sharing a_half-breed 
heritage evident in him but not in her. 

When separated, they carry with them dreams 
and memories, and Avik returns to his wintry 
homeland to care for his elderly grandmother. 

The fates intervene again, however, and upon 
her death comes new life and the return of Walter, 
luring Avik abroad to a new role as a navigator in 
the England of World War Il. 

Riding high over Germany in a plane dubbed 
“Holy Boy” after Avik’s childhood expression (a

Below are some films that amounted to nothing 
more than sheer disasters. | pity these poor films 
yet still suggest them so people can see what | 
consider a bad film. Rent one and see if you 
agree! 

* Jaws 3-D 

Jaws was a motion picture classic, and Jaws 2 
was a superb sequel to Jaws. So, where this 
waterlogged disaster came from is beyond me; 
I’ve been trying to figure it out for 10 years. The 
film is about a shark (surprise!) that terrorizes, of 
all places, Sea World! 

Other than the fact that this film would have 
been more realistic if the shark attacked people 
on land, the storyline isn’t the only thing that suf- 
fers from shoddy filmmaking.

String Program Urged For Music Curriculum 


Former Agawam elementary band and string in- 
structor Sally Lowell spoke before the School 
Committee last week during Citizen's Speak to 
encourage the board to re-establish a string pro- 
gram at Agawam High School. 


Mrs. Lowell said she began teaching musical 
instruments with the Agawam Public Schools in 
1967 and was proud to see how fine a job Dorothy 
Haggerty had done with the string program in 
grades four through 12 until Mrs. Haggerty’s 
retirement in 1989. 


Since Mrs. Haggerty’s departure, the string pro- 
gram has been dropped at the fourth grade level in 
the elementary schools, and part-time instructor 
Meredith Quitno provides classes for students at 
the Agawam Middle and Junior High Schools. The 
string program is no longer offered at Agawam 
High School. ; 

Mrs. Lowell recalled, “Parents had to provide in-

struments and we advocated private lessons 
along with the school program. That is quite a 
commitment from the family. 


“When Mrs. Haggerty left four years ago, these 
students were cut off without any continuation in 
high school after the money and time were 
already invested.” 

She added, ‘“‘We do not have the proper feed-in 
for symphony and orchestra, and we have ac- 
colades from all these areas.” 

Agawam student Joella Raisch also spoke to 
the board, saying that she has been taking 
lessons through the school and privately for five 
years.

Both speakers urged members to reinstate the 
full string program and hire the necessary part- 
time instructor at the high school level to see the 
program to fruition.

Parents Have Written To Committee Members 

Parents have already written letters to the in- 
dividual board members asking them to recon- 
sider the full string program, and a resolution on 
this will be voted upon at the next meeting. 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder said 
he was in favor of the program and wholly sup- 
ported it, but could not seek a teacher for AHS to 
teach strings until the 64 teachers that maintain 
existing programs could be recalled from layoff 
notices this spring. 

Member Teresa Kozloski asked that Ryder 
speak with AHS Band Director Scott Thomson to 
organize the situation so that a program could be 
put into place by next fall, and Ryder indicated 
that he was already prepared to do so. 

Thomson said he supported the string program 
being reinstated at AHS if the budget would allow 
for a part-time instructor to be hired to teach the 
program.

Mrs. Galarneau stated that a letter from 
Charest dated December 9th (1992) to Diane 
Circosta-Aspinall (then PTO President at Clark 
School) indicated that light traffic did not warrant 
a crossing guard. 

She further indicated that on March 11th, a let- 
ter from Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder 
also indicated that the odds were not in favor of 
getting a crossing guard at Clark School. 

Reassuring Clark School Parents 

Mrs. Galarneau then reviewed the steps taken 
by the School Committee and the town to help 
reassure parents that their children’s safety was 
being protected. 

She said that crossing lines and the word 
“school” were repainted on South Street, and 
crossing signs were reinstalled. She noted that an 
additional crosswalk and painted walking areas 
at the edge of Oxford Street were also completed. 

“Afternoon walkers are assembled and let out 
after the buses leave,” said Mrs. Galarneau. 

She added that the School Department petition- 
ed to have a stop sign installed at the end of Ox- 
ford Street and Quail Hollow, and that an 
engineering study be conducted on the traffic 
flow-in the parking lot (indicating that the board’s 
attention had been given to this matter). 

Mrs. Galarneau said that Longhi’s new recom- 
mendation to place a crossing guard at South 
Street on May 7th was based on a study done this 
spring where increased speed was a factor.

Last week started out nicely for the Agawam 
High girls’ softball team. They had a chance to 
avenge an earlier league loss to Minnechaug 
Regional High by playing the Falcons in their own 
backyard. 

They knew they were in a tough one early when 
they fell behind by four runs, but the talented nine 
from Agawam roared back with aggressive 
baserunning and timely hitting to turn back the 
upstarts from Wilbraham, 14-8 last Wednesday 
afternoon at Agawam High.

'm often asked about water visibility and how it 
might affect your fishing with color lines or spin- 
ners. According to the experts at South Bend, 
water clarity varies and so does the ability of the 
fish to see lures. 

Here’s a simple gauge used by expert 
fishermen. Put on a white lure and push your rod 
tip straight down into the water. If the lure disap- 
pears within six inches, visibility is limited, so use 
rattling type or highly vibratory lures to. appeal to 
a fish’s sonar sense. 

If the lure disappéars within three to four feet, 
visibility is fair; therefore, it would be wise to use 
contrasting colors in lures, such as metallics, 
yellows and reds. If your lure disappears at a 
depth of six feet or more, visibility is good and, 
consequently, you can use natural lore colors 
such as shiner, shad, and bluegill. 


Does spitting on lures help? Strangely enough, 
it can with fish that have a good sense of smell. 
The stench of hand acid is so strong it can spook 
fish away from a lure. : 

In saliva there is a substance called ptyalin, 
which is an acid neutralizer. So, spitting on a lure 
can mask the human odor and possibly aid in the 
catching of more of some fish species (a South 
Bend tip).

Mistake - Poor set-up 

In a golfer’s eagerness, he often positions the 
ball too far forward. The-shoulders will then, dur- 
ing the swing, move to the left, causing a slice, 
the ball curving from left to right. Many mis-hits 
result from this common error. 

A spare club must be positioned on the ground 
so that you can see the ball in its bad relationship 


to the left foot. 
“ Correction 

With the ball moved back toward the center of 
the body, the shoulders now will be aimed proper- 
ly at the target, and the swing will let you use your 
power to drive the ball, rather than loft, top, or 
miss it. (Don’t forget to take that spare club away 
before you swing!).
